Mr.  Bufhnell 
further  ftates,  that  in  1777,  he  made  an 
attempt  on  Cerberus  frigate,  lying  at  an- 
chor near  New- London  ; the  frigate  ef- 
caped,  but  bis  machine  which  was  con- 
hdtnfted  by  a line,  without  any  perfon  on 
board,  exploded,  and  totally  demolillied 
ftjfchr.  which  was  tonrualed  from  his 
bi’fw  by  the  frigate,  and  received  the 
(hock  intended  for  the  latter. > In  the 
fame  year  lie  deftroyeda  boat  in  the  De- 
laware hy  this  invifible  agency. 

M.  St.  Aubin,  a member  of  the  tribu- 
nate, for  ten  months  fince,  published  at 
Paris  an  account  of  a diving  boat,  in- 
vented by  an  American  named  Fulton  ; 
in  this  at  Havre,  the  inventor  remained 
an  hour  under  v.-ater,  made  half  a league 
of  way  in  that  time,  the  boat  moving  ho- 
rizontally at  various  depths,  and  the  com- 
pafs  traverfing  as  on  the  furface.
